ONLY THREE NOW SURVIVE. 

Hiss Joanna Reunion Member of Re- 
markable Family, Dead. 

MiB8 Joanna Reardon, a member of 
a remaikable I. mily of brothers and 
sinters, died Saturday afternoon at 4 
o'olocfc at her home at Victoria, at 
the age of about seventy three. Miss 
Reardon- death wan du« to her ad- 
vanced age and to a fall which sbo 
received several months ago. 

Miss Reardon is survived by two 
brothers, William and Michael Rear- 
don, and one sister, Miss Ellen Rear- 
don. They are all over seventy years 
of age, the elder brother being about 
ninety, and are unmarried. A alstei 
who died about twelve years ago was 
seventy years of *fjt. 

Though they own a farm of about 
200 acres at Victoria and are highly 
respected in that section, thete re- 
markable old people have always 
preferred to live in a small log cabin 
and to do without many comforts 
which they could have had. This year 
will be the first time there have been 
tenants on their land, they having till- 
ed it, with the assistance of neighbors 
for many years. The surviving mem- 
bers of the family are in feeble 
health. They have never seemed to 
assimilate, to much extent, the modes 
Of living in vogne In America, adopt- 
ing Instead those of the poorer classes 
in Ireland, from which county they 
emigrated about fifty years ago. 

The funeral of Miss tteardon was 
held Monday morning and the inter- 
ment was at St. Rose's cemetery, near 
this city. Father C Brey, the pastor 
ot the family, conducting the ser- 
vices.

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SHOOTS FLEEING NEGRO. 



Smith English Wounds Man Who 
Hurders Marshal At His Side. 



Mrs. A. E. English has received 
news of the shooting of a negro, at 
Pretoria, Qa., by her son, Smith Eng- 
lish. Town Marshal, John Mayniere 
of Pretoria, was thot and Killed 
oy Peter Thomas, the negro, who. in, 
'turn, was twice wounded by Mr. Eng- 
lish as he attempted to make his escape 
after murdering the officer. 

The shooting of the marshal occurr- 
ed directly in front of a house where 11 
number of negroes were dancing and 
ptobably drinking. The noise they 
made became annoying and Marshal 
Mayniere, accompanied by Mr. Eng 
lish, cs his deputy, told the ntgroes 
they must keep quiet. While the Mar- 
shal and Mr. English were in the 
honae they heard a pistol shot im- 
mediately in front. On rushing out 
through the door, side by side, they 
founn a negro man standing near the 
house flourishing a pistol and usiug 
abusive language. The marshal told 
him to put up his gun. The negro, 
in reply, shot Marshal Mayniere four 
times, killing him instantly. The shots 
were fired with Buch bewildering suc- 
cession as Mr. English stood near 
the officer, that he did not realize 
what was happening until the negro 



ed his own weapon, an automatic 
pistol, into him. When the negro 
was captured later by the sheriff it 
was found he had been twice wound

Tobacco Acreage Question. 



We have not advised 
lncal unions to take any action for the 
purpose of securing a rtduotion of 
acreage. To accomplish this would re- 
quire an exceedingly strong and com 
plete organization. Our members 
may be depended on to control their 
marketing, and enough non-memters 
will co operate with them to effectual 
ly compel the minimum prices for 
the li»05 crop, but it has not appeared 
to us that the portion id mer.ibera will 
ing to curtail can accomplish it. As 
we have stated heretofore, non-mem 
••ers and others will increase their 
planting in case this should be at 
tempted, believing that the markets 
will tase a normal cmp at fair prices 
when compelled to do so *y controlled 
maraeting. 

We have been criticised by some for 
taking this position, but late reports 
from the tobacco districts indicate our 
aurmise to be correct. We n «r from all 
quarters that the usual ciep will be 
planted, and in many instances indi- 
cations are that the acreage v ill be 
larger than usual. Tne Gleaner, of 
Henderson, Kentucky, gives tin fol- 
lowing information which moat be 
surprising and disappointing- to tnose 
who based great hopes on a decrease 
i n acreage : 

Returns from some of the precincts 
and verbal reports from others were 
by no means satisfactoty. And this 
was especially true of those precincts 
and neighborhoods whero there were 
no locals of the Society of Equity 
Farmers who have sold tobacco at 
good prices— pricea made possible by 
the farmers' organization and the 
larmers' factory— are preparing to 
plant a large in-Teased acreage. In 
tact the proposed acreags in two pre- 
cincts was known to be largely in ex- 
cesa of the Pig crop of l l>0:i.

The course for our members to take 
is plBiu. They should raise what to 
bacco tney can uiaue of first class 
quality and see to it that they have 
an abundance of home supplies pro- 
duced on their own farms. It looics 
reasonable that those who plant large 
areas will be able to produce only a 
large quantity of medium tobacco. and 
that they will have little time to 
give to the production Of other croDS. 
Those who follow thia advice will 
have better tobacco, obtain better 
prices for it. and will in addition 
have a -urplus of grain, feed and pro- 
visions to tell to the tobacco grower 
who planted so much he had not time 
to raii-e his own supplies. He must 
sell nil inferor tobacco at a low price 
and pay the money received^to bis 
more thrifty neightors for life's ne- 
cessities. - Up To- Date Farming.
